Late to Send That Yule Gift Overseas 


Sixteen days from now it will be too late. 
So if you w ant to play Santa Claus to Palm Springs boys who 
are in the arm ed forces overseas you had better do your Christm as 
shopping early. 


Postm aster R. M. Gorham re­ 
minded Palm Springs residents 
this week that all Christm as mail 
destined for service men in Alas­ 
ka, A ustralia, 
Egypt, 
Iceland, 
England, Ireland, the W est Indies 
or elsewhere, should be mailed 
before Novem ber 1. That is just 
two weeks from Monday. 


SUGGEST PRESENTS 


For the benefit of parents, rel­ 
atives, sw eethearts or friends, the 
arm y has subm itted a list of sug­ 
gested presents. Storekeepers and 
their clerks also should observe 
these hints, arm y officers say. 
Rule out the usual Christm as 
‘ju n k ’, is the arm y's plea. Ship­ 
ping space is limited — make 
the gifts serviceable ones. 
The 
boys already have a lot to carry, 
so keep the gifts down to a rea­ 
sonable size, and elim inate bulk, 
the arm y urges. 
Remem ber that 
the 
services 
provide food and 
clothing 
so 
there is no need sending these 
items. However, hard candy and 
dried fruits can stand the gaff 
in hot or cold climates but if 
you send socks be sure they are 
tan socks and tan only. Rainbow 
socks w on't be usable. 
The arm y suggests th at gift- 
senders rem em ber entertainm ent, 
reading, w riting and smoking in 
their gifts to boys overseas. That 
covers a wide field. But if books 
are sent, they should be pocket 
size. N ew spaper and 
magazine 
subscriptions m ake practical and 
enjoyable gifts; cigars, cigarets, 
cigaret cases, pipes, pouches, to­ 
bacco; playing 
cards, 
puzzles, 
sm all games such as checkers and 
cribbage boards; pencils, 
pens, 
notebooks, (pocket size there, too) 
stationery; sm all toilet kits, raz­ 
ors, razor blades; 
w allets 
and 
wrist, w atches; all of these are 
acceptable 
and 
of 
convenient 
size. 
. 
Consult the post office before 
sending money. There are places 
w here there is a ban on im por­ 
tation of U. S. money. (If you can 
im agine such a thing). 
Don't overlook the fact that 
boxes and packages will get a 
lot of handling — so be thorough 
in packing the gifts. Remember, 
too, that the gifts are subject 
to censorship and wrap them for 
convenient opening. 
Size of the packages, is im ­ 
portant. Don’t try to use up all 
of the space the postal regula­ 
tions allow you. (Eleven pounds, 
18 inches in length or 42 inches, 
length and w idth combined.) The 
arm y and navy suggest the top 
lim it be six pounds and the pack­ 
age no larger than an ordinary 
shoe box. 
And don’t cover the package 
w ith a lot of stickers or labels. 
As a final rem inder, Post m as­ 
te r G orham told Palm Springs 
residents not to put special deliv­ 
ery stam ps on the packages. They 
w on't get th ere any quicker. 
But if the words “Christm as 
M ail” are w ritten on the package, 
the postal and m ilitary authori­ 
ties will do everything possible 
to get the gift to the boy. 
N ovem ber 1 is the deadline for 
overseas gifts — and if you can 
get them aw ay before th at date, 
so much the better.

The questions and answers con­ 
tinue: 
Q: C an I vote if I am away on 
election day: does it make any 
difference? 


A: C alifornia is one 
of 
the 
States providing for absentee vot­ 
ing. If you are going to be away 
on November 3rd, you must w rite 
to the County C lerk 
of 
your 
county betw een the 14th and the 
29th of October and ask him to 
mail you an A bsentee Ballot. You 
will 
then vote this ballot, 
not 
later than N ovem ber 2nd, have 
your signature notarized, 
and 
mail it back to him in the en ­ 
velope provided. 
You 
may be 
anyw here in the U nited States 
but not outside. The ballot must 
be received not later than No­ 
vem ber 9th. The Absentee B al­ 
lots w ill be counted on Novem­ 
ber 10th. 
It certainly does m ake a differ­ 
ence w hether or not you vote. 
Judge O'Donnell of Yolo Coun­ 
ty w as elected by 14 votes before 
they counted the absentee ballots 
and w hen this count was con­ 
cluded 
he was defeated by 9 
votes. This was in the recent elec­ 
tion. The absentee ballots there 
have been challenged because the 
word "incum bent’ w as 
omitted. 
The ballots were subsequently re ­ 
printed and the ones used on 
election day had that title print­ 
ed on them. If the absentee bal­ 
lots are throw n out for that rea­ 
son (which 
I 
frankly 
doubt) 
Judge O'Donnell w ill be elected; 
if they are approved by the Court, 
he is defeated. 


The Federal election of 1916 
would have gone to the repub­ 
lican nominee, instead of to the 
Democratic, if approxim ately 1,­ 
000 votes had been changed in 
California, if I rem em ber the fig­ 
ures correctly. Every vote counts, 
and the elections this year are 
not only deciding the candidates 
who w ill be elected, but they 
are deciding w hether or not a 
Republic 
has 
the 
inherent 
strength to oppose 
dictatorship, 
and is willing 
to 
dem onstrate 
that strength. 
Q: How can a candidate be ap ­ 
pointed to run in the general elec­ 
tion who did not run for the of­ 
fice in the prim aries? 


A: We have several examples 
of this as the result of the recent 
election. U nder 
the 
California 
prim ary law, a candidate may be 
entered as the candidate of any 
party by his friends and sponsors 
who belong to that party. Thus a 
Democrat may file upon the Re­ 
publican ticket or vice versa, as 
well as upon his own, or upon 
any other ticket, providing the 
voters of that party also w ant 
him to file and w ill sign his pe­ 
tition. 
However, running 
upon 
more th an one ticket, loses his 
own party nom ination, but gets 
more votes than the other can­ 
didates upon some o th er ticket, 
he has not only lost his own nom­ 
ination, and cannot 
have 
the 
nom ination of the other party, 
but he has defeated all other can­ 
didates upon this 
o th er 
party 
ticket. 
T hat party is 
therefore 
w ithout a candidate. 
z 
The C entral Com m ittee, either 
State o r County, depending upon 
the office, is perm itted to nomi­ 
nate a candidate to ru n on the 
other ticket, against th e success­ 
ful candidate of the 
party 
to 
which the defeated candidate be­ 
longed. Gordon G arland, the re ­ 


arin g Speaker of the State As­ 
sembly, ran for the Board of 
Equalization in the 2nd District. 
There are 18 counties in that dis­ 
trict. G arland (a Democrat) se­ 
cured more votes than any oth­ 
er candidate on the Republican 
ticket; and secured a m ajority in 
15 of the 18 counties on the Dem­ 
ocratic ticket. He was defeated in 
Alameda, Contra Costa and Sac­ 
ram ento counties by a sufficient 
m argin to defeat him in the dis­ 
trict as a whole. He lost the nom i­ 
nation of his own party. He had 
how ever defeated the other Re­ 
publican candidates. The Repub­ 
lican State C entral Committee, 
m eeting on the 18th of Septem ­ 
ber, nom inated Jam es Quinn of 
O akland as its candidate to run 
against the successful Democratic 
nominee, Ivan Sperbeck. 


It can be more com plicated than 
this! In Contra Costa County a

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The War Rumor Epidemic 
The rumors of wartime are a mysterious 
phenomenon — some humorous, some serious, 
some harmless and some dangerous, and mostly 
wildly exaggerated or untrue. Military camps ape 
most prolific of them. In his popular book, “See 
Here, Private Hargrove,” a soldier has reported a 
typical and very human instance: 
When news of Pearl Harbor reached Fort 
Bragg, raw recruits were startled by a rumor that 
they were to be sent to the front immediately— 
green and untrained. Then an understanding of­ 
ficer told them: “Don’t worry: you’ll have your 
fundamental training, and when the time comes 
for you to go, you’ll be ready.” 
Rumors are equally as fluid—and as unreli­ 
able—among civilians. Pearl Harbor brought ru­ 
mors — remember? — that the American fleet 
was destroyed, Hawaii reduced, and fleets of Jap 
bombers due over California’s cities any night! 
A late variety of rumor is that civilian populations 
are to be dispossessed of rooming house and hotel 
accommodations to meet needs of the military. 
The Biltmore in L. A., one hears, will no longer 
have rooms for civilians—or the Senator in Sacra­ 
mento, or the Hotel Oakland. 
San Franciscans 
last week heard on dozens of street corners that 
the Palace had been taken over entirely by the 
Army, whereas the simple fact was that the Ma­ 
rine Corps had leased for special uses a very 
small fraction of that hotel’s accommodations! 
Everyone remembers the chilling stories of Hit­ 
ler’s “secret weapons” when Belgium and France 
went down — when all he used were, in superior 
weight and power, weapons every modern army 
possessed. 
The rumor epidemic needn’t be harmful—save 
when it is taken seriously. A sense of balance, and 
of humor, is a valuable nerve tonic in times like 
these! 


An Expert Talks on Recrealion 
WHEN the question arises, as it often does, 
w hat is the use of spending large sums of money 
to provide recreation when the country is at war. 
the following statement by Ray Johns, director of 
field operations for the USO, in addressing a war 
recreation congress, is an adequate answer: 
“W ar 
inevitably distorts life”, said Mr. 
Johns. 
“War pressures and tensions can be 
met only by persons who have the reserves of 
physical, intellectual and spiritual resources. 
Recreation in war-time has an important role 
to play. 
Recreation is not a peace-time lux­ 
ury, but it is a war-time necessity. Recreation 
is more than an escape from w ar’s tension. 
Recreation maintains and creates morale.” 
Here in Palm Springs much attention has been 
paid to recreation for the many soldiers stationed 
in and around the village. According to Mr. Johns, 
th e effort has been well worth while and his opin 
ions should still the stray bits of criticism that 
arise once in a great while. 
Recreation, however, should not be confined to 
the soldiers here. 
Civilian morale must be kept 
ap, too. 
Recreation should be for all of us, young 
and old. The plea of the high school youths for a 
recreation center has more merit than is credited 
to it. They, too, feel the w ar’s tension to a great 
extent. 
There are stern days ahead. We are all going 
to feel the effect of the war sooner or later. Rec 
reation will p r o v id e the build-up that our morale 
aeeds for the long hard pull th at’s just about 
•starting.

Like Mr. Jones of the now popular song, who 
.earned that being in the army means giving up 
some of the comforts he once thought indispensi- 
ble, RIn Tin Tin III, grandson of the famous movie 
log of the same name, has had to give up chasing 
rabbits and nipping at the cows on the ranch of 
his owner-trainer, Lee Duncan. Ho’s in ¿he army 
too. 
Rin Tin Tin III has even been wounded, but not 
with a bullet. He was doing patrol duty on the des­ 
ert and stuck his nose into a porcupine. He won’t 
have to be trained to leave porcupines alone. He 
is now on a furlough while he recovers from his 
wounds. 
Thousands of well trained dogs were used for 
Red Cross work in the last World War and no doubt

In 19-10 there were 4,048,619 federal income 
taxpayers. 
In 1941 the number rose to 7,645,473. 
This year, the number of federal income tax­ 
payers is 17,G8S,219. 
Next spring, in 1943, the number of Americans 
owing taxes to Uncle Sam on 1942 incomes will 
mount to 26,900,000. 
The estimate of those 26,900,000 I. 0. U.’s on 
which Uncle Sam will collect next March has been 
made by Beardsley Ruml, chairman of the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York. And each I. O. U. shall 
have been set, under the new federal tax tables, at 
the limit of the individual’s ability to pay. 
It is little wonder that, with the federal levyj 
expanding in four brief years from a coverage of 
four million people to nearly twenty-seven million 
people, citizens of those States which impose an 
additional, separate State income tax are begin­ 
ning to realize that they are thereby put square­ 
ly behind the financial eight-ball! 
As taxpayers of one of those income-taxing 
States, California wage and salary earners prob­ 
ably are coming to appreciation of the foresight of 
men and women who, last summer, placed on the 
November election ballot the initiative to repeal 
the California State income tax. Because of that 
foresight, California voters now have the means 
for removing the excessive burden of their State’s 
income tax from their shoulders before collection 
time rolls around in 1943. 
California doesn’t need State income tax 
funds, anyway—and those federal I. O. U.’s held by 
Uncle Sam, which lie’ll put to good use in winning 
the war, will be tough enough to meet by the most 
willing and sacrificial taxpayers.

The French Revolution 
A French revolution was predicted frankly— 
and most boldly, in the circumstances—when Ed­ 
ouard Herriot and Jean Jeanneney, leaders of the 
last parliament of the Third Republic, ventured to 
make public their document to Retain and Laval, 
declaring: 
“Liberty cannot be reconquered without those 
convulsions which in truth it is your duty to avoid, 
if, without authorization of our Parliament you try 
to draw France into war against our Allies.” 
The new French spirit that lies behind those 
words, and their fearless utterance in the teeth 
of France’s conquerors and their puppets, was 
made clearer last week in Los Angeles by Henri 
Daimant-Berger, de Gaulle representative, when 
he explained that the French surrender was in 
large part caused by clever German propaganda 
to the effect that England was about to desert hei 
and make a separate peace, and America would 
never enter the war. 
“The magnificent fight of England, and Amer­ 
ica’s unequivocal stand for world freedom, was im­ 
pressed upon the betrayed French too late to re­ 
call surrender—but not too late to prepare for 
every sacrifice when the time comes,” Daimant- 
Berger said. “Another French Revolution is brew­ 
ing—ami when it breaks, Nazi Germany will never 
forget it.”

It is always advisable for stud­ 
ents to devote a great deal of at­ 
tention to these little matters of 
courtesy and 
consideration for 
others. They should strive to re­ 
press exclamations that 
might 
create bitterness, and they should 
manifest continually a desire for 
mutual helpfulness which is the 
outcome of good will, and the 
basis of true courtesy. 
Learn to be a “good loser,” 
learn not to sulk, and do not try 
to monopolize the center of the 
stage.

eling be done on Tuesdays, Wed­ 
nesdays or Thursdays.

Welfare Bureau 
Gives Report To 
Supervisors 


One million four hundred eigh­ 
ty-two thousand, seven hundred 
twenty dollars 
and 
thirty-five 
cents was the figure given the 
county supervisors, Monday as 
the unencumbered balance of the 
bugeted total of the Riverside 
County Welfare Department, as 
of September 30. 
The grand total as budgeted for 
the welfare departm ent to care 
for federal, state and county aid 
for the aged, blind persons and 
children and for administration, 
is $1,948,450. 
Of this total federal funds ac­ 
count for $841,926; state funds, 
$472,112; county funds, $430,612. 
These sums are allocated for aid 
for the aged, blind and children. 
In addition the budget inclues 
$13,320 for boar an care of neey 
persons; $49,500 cash to indigents; 
and $45,000 for other 
indigent 
aid; and for $3,240 for burials of 
indigents. Administration 
costs 
total $92,740 in teh budget. 
Total county funds in the bud­ 
get are $634,412, with the unex­ 
pended balance now standing at 
$486,238.66.

Busses for Los 
Angeles

leave The Plaza station at 1:19 
a. m., 5:14 a. m„ 2:29 p. m. and 
4:59 p. m. 
From Los Angeles, busses now 
arrive here at 2:22 p. m., 4:55 p. 
m. and 7:49 p. m. They leave for 
Indio at the same time. 
Thursday was the 15th of Oc­ 
tober and on that day the new 
35-mile limit was effective for 
busses. Prior to that, since Oc­ 
tober 1, it applied to private cars 
only. 
The new limit meant a revision 
of all schedules, a tremendous 
task for bus company officials.

(Continued from first page) 
used cooking fat—bacon grease,, 
meat drippings, frying fats, ev- i 
ery kind that is used. 


HOW TO HELP 


After all of the cooking good 
is extracted from them, house­ 
wives are urged to pour them 
through a kitchen strainer into 
a wide-mounted can such as a 
cotfee can or vegetable shorten­ 
ing can and to store them in a 
cool, dark place until a pound 
or more has been saved. Then 
the housewives are urged to take 
the grease to their butcher who 
will pay for the waste fats and 
start them on their way to help 
in the war against the Axjs. 
Housewives are especially urg­ 
ed not to use glass jars or paper 
containers or to take less than 
a pound to the butchers. And 
they are also urged not to take 
their fats to the butchers at the 
end'of the week. Go early, is the 
plea. 


MAKE EXPLOSIVES 


The waste fats are used to 
make glycerine which is used 
in the manufacture of explosives. 
Butchers of Palm Springs are 
cooperating in the drive. 
“Do not waste a single drop of 
used cooking fats.” Dr. Macart­ 
ney asked Palm Springs house­ 
wives. “Save it all for Uncle 
Sam.”
